Berlin, July 26.—A series of cold- 
Wooded crimes singularly resembling 
the “Jack the Ripper” murders, but for 
the fact that- instead of women the vic- 
tims were little girls, 
ed with remarkable celerity this after- 
noon, almost in the centre of the city 
and aroused the most intense excite- 
ment and indignation. 

Within a short space of time the as- 
sailant successively onticed three little 
baby girls the oldest only five years old, 
into doorways of houses and stabbed 
them several times in the abdomen with 
a sharp instrument. As a result one of 
the children is dead, and another is 
dying and the third is dangerously 


wounded, 
Dead Child Found. 


The first knowledge that the crimes 
had been committed came when an oc- 
cupant of the house at the corner’ if 
Ryke and’ Belforter streets found the 
body of Margaritha Prawitz, aged four, 
lying in the doorway bathed in blood,

This 
was immediately reported to the police 
who were about to investigate the case 
reports came that Hertha Leost, 
aged three and Ella Knispel, aged five, 
had been found similarly outraged, but 
still alive in Prenz Lauer alley 
Hanserdorfer street, respectively.

MARCHING ON WINNIPEG, 
Derelict Doukhobors Will Reach There 


Today or Sunday, 
Winnipeg, July 26—The band of 
misguided Doukhobors who are 


marching towards Winnipeg on their 
crusade, will probably reach here late 


today or tomorrow. Word to that ef. 
fect has been received from Portage 
la Prairie. There are between twenty 
and thirty of the party and according 
to reports which have preceded them, 
are without means of sustenance, This 
is a question with which the civie 
and provincial authorities will have 
to deal in the immediate future. Of- 
ficials of the immigration department 
will take no action as the Doukhobors 
pte no lohger considered immigrants 
and these pilgrims will be left to the 
dis:rction of those interested with the 
eufoicement of the laws. The com- 
mis joner of immigration notified the 
proviveial government several days 
fgo to this effect. Mayor Ashdown 
was spoken to Inst evening regard- 
ing what poliey the city officers will 
probably take. His worship said no.

THE MACAULAY 
INVESTIGATION 


Justice Scott Hears Evidence 
in Charge Against Alderman 
Physician. 


The investigation into the charges 
preferred by City Medical Health Of- 
fieer Dr.Ternan against Ald, Dr, Mac. 
aulay was begun yesterday affernoon 
in the Supreme Court before Mr, Jus- 
tice Scott, 

‘The case for the city was conducted 
by City Solicitor N. D. Beck, K.C., 
and the interests of the aceused ald- 
erman were looked after by O. M. 
Biggar and PD, H. MeKinnon, The 
proceedigs were condueted with 
closed doors, 

The details of the evidence which 
dealt. principally with the medical 
visits’ of Dr. Macaulay to a number 
of houses of ill-fame on the outskirts 
ot the city were substantially the 
same as made in the formal charges. 
The charge of drunkenness while on 
this mission was however eliminated, 

The witnesses examined yesterday 


harson, Dr. Irving, recentycity medi 
cal health officer, and Dr, Macaulay. 

The whole case of the defence is the 
contention of Dr. Macaulay that he 
was empowered to make a general ex- 
amination for infectious as well as 
contagious diseases, He swore that 
he had discussed the subject of an- 
other disease besides measles with 
the medical health officer when get- 
ting the warrant. This, Dr. Ternan 
absolutely denied in his evidence, 
which was similar to his previous 
formal charge. 

Dr. Macaulay also admitted chang- 
ing the warrant given him, but said 
he thought he was empowered to do 
so when he ascertained more definite- 
ly the houses where he was to make 
examinations. He also admitted re-~ 
sponsibility for subsequent erasures 
before be had returned the warrant 
to Dr, Ternan, 

The evidence of Drs. Farquharson 
and Irving was unimportant, The 
former reported a conversation be- 
tween Drs. Macaulay and Ternan with 
reference to the return of the war- 
rant, and the latter told of a conver- 
sation he had early in February with 
Dr. Macaulay as to the amount of 
venereal disease existing in the e'ty, 

At the hearing this morning the 
evidenee of Drs, H. R. Smith, Dunn, 
Ferrier and Whitelaw, Mayor Gries.

A GREAT CANADIAN LIBERAL.

For the 
past fifteen years he has represented 
the constituency of South Longford 
in the Imperial Parliament, 

Mr, Blake was born in the province 
of Ontario in 1833, He first entered 
polities in 1867, when he was return- 
ed for South Bruce. Four years later 
he led his party to victory in the prov- 
ince, but @ year after retired, hand. 
ing over the leadership to the late Bir 
Oliver Mowat, who guided the for- 
tunes of Ontario for a generation. 

When Mr, Blake retired from pro- 
vinelal politics in 1872 he remained a 
member of the Federal Parliament, 
having been elected under the ‘‘duai 
representation” syste. Tle was a

Only last year, Superintendent Con 
stantine of the Mounted Police wrote 

“Qonsidering the hundreds of ton 
of yaluable supplies which annuall: 
go down the Athabasca to all point 
as far as the Arctic ocean, it is re 
markable that no other means havi 
been employed than those at presen 
in use, namely, running scows dow, 
the rapids from the Grand to For 
McMurray. The distance betwee 
the points is about eighty miles 
and is one succession of dangerou: 
rapids. A cart road could be ¢u’ 
from House river, four miles abov 
Grand Rapids, to Fort McMurray. 
do not know what the distance is 
but there is a pack trail at presen 
and a good man can make it ‘n a da;

Exemplary Enterprise. 

The answer to this suggestion. ha 
heen to project, not a wagon road 
but a railway, and Mr. Cornwall re 
ports that there are no engineering 
difficulties, that all the material ex- 
cept the steel can be obtained at con 
venient and accessible points. The 
Hudson Bay railway also is only a 
question of time, a very short time 
and we can already look foward to u 
new transcontinental across the hin 
terland from Fort Churchill to the 
northern parts of British Columbia.

THE EMPIRES TO BE 


Northern Saskatchewan, 
Northern Saskatchewan is yet the 
least known part of this hinterland. 
Although sixty years ago Bishop 
Yeche described his gardening at Ie 
1 la Crosse, and how he learned to 
atten on the eggs of wild birds 
which covered the lakes, settlement 
is been slow to go beyond the Sas- 
satchewan, although wheat is now 
trown 160 miles north of Prince Al- 
vert. 
The existence of rich forests in 
this direction is well known, but. the 
route has not been found convenient 
by explorers. One of the recent re- 
Jorts of travel in this country is that 
t Inspector Lamoureux of Prinze 
Albert, who reached the north end 
f Reindeer lake, a prominent body of 
water on the map of Saskatchewna. 
From Prince Albert, Reindeer Jake 
nay be reached by way of Cumiber- 
land House and Pelican luke. There 
's a shorter route used by the Awt- 
son’s Bay Company, which is t) 
Montreal lake, Lac la Ronde, and the 
south end of Reindeer lake. The trip 
‘an be «made in sixteen or eighteen 
lays to Lac du Bochet post at the 

north end. 
Lac du Brochet Post. 

This post of the Hudéon’s Bay Oo. 
gs attended by some 250 Chippewyan 
(Indians who are called the caribou 
‘aters. Esquimeaux also bring musk 
ox and other furs. . Inspector Lamou- 
reaux, of the Mounted Police, says 
that there are not enough Indians to 
‘unt the furs, and those who attend 
ire “the best.off Indians he ever saw.” 
The lake is full of white fish and 
trout. It is a wonderful sight to see 
the reindeer come down from. the 
Barren Lands in the fall of the year 
{ have seen them passing the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. post for days by thou- 
sands. They come down and winter 
on the islands in the vicinity of the 
post, going back north to the Barren 
Lands in the latter part of May and 
beginning of June, just before the 
breaking up of the ice. Fall fishing 
begins at the end of September, and 
supplies are put in then by the In- 
dians for the winter. Ice begins to 
appear on the lake generally by the 
end of September, but the south end 
is often open in December. The fn- 
diangs then make their winter hunti_8 
ground in the far north. 

‘ine Oblate missionaries who are 
stationed on the lake follow the life 
aj the Imdians. Yet they have a 
school which is attended by a score 
of Indian youths. 

When Inspector Lamoureux had to 
hold an inquiry into the death of a 
man at Lac du Brochet, he had to 
take four half-breeds and two white 
men only on his jury. The search 
for witnesses was even a harder task

Athabasca Valley. 

The valley of the Athabasca is more 
travelled, small settlements having 
grown nearly around every trading 
post, The possibilities of agriculture 
have yet received but little attention, 
the chase and transportation being 
too profitable occupation for the 
sparse population, Nev; Fort McMur. 
ry traces of troleu.) have been 
found, and boting for oil hag begun 
in earnest. 

Fort Chipwevan at tie southwest 
‘end*of Lake Athabasen, is one of the 
oldest trading posts, and the Catho- 
lies have a large + ission and con- 
vent. Directly +> th, on the Slave 
river, ig Fort Smii.:, and the import- 
ance of the traffic to this point is 
such, that a narrow gauge railway ir 
projected to get around some of the 
dangerous rapids. This railway would 
be sixteen miles lony. 


Buffaloes’ Last Home. 

The country southwest of Fort 
Smith, towards Fort Vermillion, was 
explored a couple of years ago by 
Charles Camsell, of the geological 
survey. Op the Salt River, which 
enters the Slave River 18 miles south 
of Fort Smith, he found valuable 
salt springs. The country is partiy 
wooded and partly prairie, and here 
the wood buffalo still is to be found. 
“Although they are protected by law,” 
éays Mr, Camsell, speaking of this 
fast disappearing animal, “they do 
not seem to be increasing as fast as 
they should. The Indiang are very 
careful now that none should be 
killed by hunters; but not so parti- 
cular in protecting them from the 
timber wolves.” Other game is 
plentiful as well as fish. Heré and 
there fine groves of spruce were 
found, trees attaining sometimes a 
diameter of 26 inches. Limestone, 
gypsum and mineral tar were  aiso 
found by the explorer along the 
rivers, 

At Vermilion the country is flat, and 
the mounted police considered it tc 
be wie garden of the Peace river. 
Grain is a nearly sure crop,’ reports 
an officer, ‘while excellent potatoes 
and garden produce are grown every 
year. As an example, I may men- 
tion that one farmer last season sold 
$3,000 worth of good wheat to 
Hudson’s Bay company. 

But to speak of the far-famed 
Peace River Valley would be super- 
fluous, the crops west of Lesser Slave 
Lake being now counted in thousands 
of bushels, 


wile 


Peace River Yukon Trail. 
The advance qf civilization was 
marked some two years ago by the 


creation of a new mounted police ais- 
trict to be known as Athabasca, with 
temporary headquarters on Lesser 
Slave Lake. Outside of routine the 
principal duty assigned to this divi- 
sion was that of opening a pack 
trail from Fort St. John, B.C., to 
Teslin Lake. Yukon Territoy, across 
the mountains of British Columbin, 
over an estimated distance of °750 
miles, ‘he officers and men desig-

nated le.. Fort Saskatchewan in 


‘March, and throtgh roads broken by 
the spring thaws, reached Peace River 


Crossing, miles distant, after 
three weeks, without serious mishaps. 
Alter revi ling they continued 
their march to Fort St. John, 570 
miles from Fort Saskatchewan, and 
reached it on June 1. 

During that first season 94 miles of 
trail were constructed, while winter 
quarters were Leing provided for and 
hay was harvested for the horses 


‘The extent of the task can only be 


tenlized when it is remembered that 
unfordable streams had to be bridged, 
isteep banks graded and the — treal 
literally sawn through extensive wird 
jaljls of trees. 

Frem the instructions at the start 
it appeared that the best route for 
he trail was by way of Fort Graham, 
‘Vindlay River and Sylvester Landing 
to Teslin Lake. © The trail, it Was 


resolved, should be fit for — ani- 
mals at first, but with a view to.be 
made inte a wagon road. Grades 


were selected with this view and in 
timbered country it was cleared 
eight feet wide. The trail was clearly 
marked that it could be followed by 
any traveller without « guide. In 
open country large posts were plant- 
éd at intervals of two-miles, indicat- 
ing the diséance from Fort ot. John. 
In the woods trees were blazed at fre- 
quent intervals. Rest houses were 
built evey thirty miles, or at such 
distances as were most convenient for 
camping. These were generally 
10 x 12 feet in construction with mud 
roofs. 

Strict instructions had been given 
that the work should be pushed. 
While work was being advanced pro- 
visions were forwarded to Fort Gra- 
ham ior ‘the er®uing season. The 
trail from Fort St. John to Graham 
had not been used since the Klon-! 


dyke rush, seven years before. Land. 
slides and forest fires had nearly 
wiped out every trace of it. The 


first effort to penetrate to Fort Gra- 
ham failed, the three mounted police. 
men dispatched for that purpose hav- 
ing to retrace their steps to get a 
guide. | 

The work Qi clearing the trail was | 
resumed at the 92 mile post in May, 


1906, and was easily carried across 
the Cyress yiver, through a roiling 
country wooded with dead spruce, 


The summit of the Laurier pass was 
reached and found to be 140 miles 
from Fort St. John. The trail then 
descends through the Ospica country: 
The nature of the country through 
this pass is rough with a consider- 
able amount of deadfall, spruce and 
burned timber. From Fort Grahaan 


three trails already lead west and 
northwest: The Bear Lake trail, 100 
miles through rocky country, the 
Inginika trail, ‘along the river 
of the same name, and the 
Sylvester's trail, which is con- 
sidered the best way to reach the 


Yukon. 
Lesser Slave Lake. 

Around the head) of Lesser Slave 
lake good wheat, barley and oats are 
raised in small qwantities not only 
on the mission farm, but by the In 
dians on the reservation and the half 
breeds settled’ on the neighborhood.

To the north end of the town Buf. 
falo Lake, which is some thirty miles 
long by about nine miles wide and 
Which has a great depth of very clear 
soft water, could be utilized in fur- 
nshing the town With first class 
waterworks, Lt is already being uti- 
lized as a summer resort for the citi- 
zens of Stettler and somé cottages are 
being erected this summer, Splendid 
fish ave found in the lake and it is 
a common thing these days to 
some devotee ot the piscatorial art 
carrying half a dozen pike and pink- 
eye, Plentiful supplies of wood are 
afforded by the ~ pretty spruce and 
poplar bliffs that are to be met with 
at intervals in 1 directions, Coal 
of excellent quatity and of several 
kinds underlies the whole country in 
this neighborhood, cropping out in 
places. Some varieties are rich black, 
clean and hard bituminous coal, and 
all are exceilent stove coals, One 
kind lately discovered and tested by 
the C.P.R, is an excellent steaming 
coal, and so satisfactory that the C, 
P, R. consider it superior to Fernie, 
(B.C,) coal which has heretofore been 
considered the best in the West for 
tha; and is largely used over that 
company’s system, The black dia- 
monds are being mixed in a small 
way in the neighborhood of all the 
surrounding settlements. The seams 
generally are about 5 to 7 feet thick 
and vary in depth from the outcrop 
to 80 feet down, 

The coal may be procured at the 
pit mouth for $1.50 per ton, but many 
farmers mine their own use upon 
their own farms, 

Stock raising is a very profitable 
occupation on acount of the heavy 
mat of grass that covers the prairie, 
The country surrounding Sjettler is 
mainly -prairie, interspersed with 
smaii patches of poplar and willow, 
with here aud there a small slough 
or miniature lake, which breaks the 
monotony of the vast level; but these 
water holes are not so plentiful as 
to break up a section of land suffi.

OUR COAL AND 
IRON DEPOSITS 


Canada Destined to be Greatest 
Producer in the World. 


Frank J. Nicholas, in an ‘article in 
the Review of Reviews, declares Can 
ada is destined to be the greatest 
producer of coal and iron in the 
world. He refers to the thousands of 
square miles of coal in the north- 
west, and asserts that many iron de- 
posits are as yet neglected. 

lf the mineral industry of the Do 
minion is ever to bear any large pro- 
portion*to the agricultural fdustry— 
to-day it is only about a fifth as great 
—it will not be gold or silver 
will bring about this increase, though 
much gold and silver will undoubted- 
ly be mined. The value of the finds’ 
howevar, and the chances o? working 


them profitably, are more or less pro-! 


blematical. What remains quite cer- 
tain is trat Canada is destMed one 
day to be the gr@at coal and iron pro- 
ducer of the world. 

For many years coal has been work- 
ed in the carboniferous rocks of Nova 
Scotia, and the cretaceous 
Vancouver Island, but more lately the 
cretaceous rocks of the Rockies have 
supplied most of the fuel require. 


ments of the western provinces. On 
a smaller scale collieries have been 
opened ‘in New Brunswick, in the 


southwest corner of Manitoba, in the 
Lethbridge district of Alberta, and in 
the Klondike region of the Yukon 
But these fields are as mere drops in 
an ocean compared with the areas of 
coal that are known to oceur in the 
Northwest Territories, and more es 
pecially in Alberta, 
Vast Coal Areas. 

For many hundreds of thousands of 
square miles, the country is occupied 
by coal-bearing formation. It is, in-

tron Production. 


If the iron production of Canada 
were ropertionate ta the val. 
ue of he iron ore deposits, statistics 
regarding this industry would-be both 
interesting and startling. The fact, 
however, remans that in comparison 
to! the population the production is 
exceedingly small, and in comparison 
to the ore deposits awaiting develop. 
ment is hardly worth mentioning. A 
quarter of a million tons is, approxi- 
mately, Canada’s average iron ore 
output,  Conpared to the 44,500,000 
tons produced in the United States, 
iron mining in the Dominion would 
indeed seem to be ao very small 
branch of the mining industry. 

The cause of this absence of iron 
mining are twofold. In the first 
place, the deposits that are within 
reasonable distance of civilization—- 
namely, the immense areas in Que- 
bee, north of the St. Lawrence val- 
tley—ary of the ilmenite of titaniferous 
description, for which no satisfactory 
system of economic sinelting has as 
yet been discovered—or, perhaps, one 
should say, has yet been made pub- 
licly known, for a grsup of New York 
capitalists claim to have the right of 
an invention that is, by the electroly- 
tie process, to expel the , titanium 
from the iron at a rate that will com- 
pete with the reduction of ordinary 
magnetic ores, Be this au it may, 
ilmenite has net so far been treated 
profitably on a large scale, and, at 
the present day, the titaniferous de. 
posits of Quebec are of little value. 

The second reason for the neglect 
of some of the large iron ore deposits 
is their location. It is well known 
that. large portions of the Labrador 
peninsula—called Ungaya on the 
Dominion maps—contain huge de- 
posits of magnetite and hematite that 
lend themselves to easy smelting. 
Some years ago a Philadelphia syndi 
cate engaged the present director of 
the Canadian Geological Survey to 
report on the iron deposits of the 
Nastapoka Islands of Hudson Bay, 
Mr. Low reported finding practically 
unlimited quantities of good ore, but 
considered that the situation was 
such as to render profitable mining 
out of the question.” Of the Labrador 
deposits the sume remark may be 
made today. 


HAS TEMPLE OF 
KING IKHNATON 


Professor Breasted’s Discovery 
Shows that Egypt was Civi- 
lized in 1,400 B.C. 


Chicago, July 26—After years of 
search among the buried treasures of 
he Egyptian kings, Professor James 
H, Breasted, of the University of Chi. 


cago, has discovered in Nubia the 
buried temple of Mrhrston, the grent- 
est of the Pharaoh The professor 


succeeded where scientists for cen- 
turies have failed by bringing to light 
the only relics of the Egyptian mon- 
arch who Tatroduced’ monotheism into 
his kingdom, » 

Egypt Civilized 1400 B.C. 

The discovery is deglared to be 
the most important made in Egypt in 
centuries, Aside from its seientifie 
value, the discovery is of great inter. 
est because of the light it throws upon 
life and eivilization in Myypt antedat 
ing the birth of Christ 1,400 years, It 
shows that at the time, 1,406, B.C,, 
there existed in Egypt a highly de- 
veloped state, possessing a religion in 
which there was one supreme God, 
and that thé religious conceptions 
were about 1,000 years in advance! of 
the Jews, 

It shows that while the Jews were 
still barbarians, wandering among the 
hills, Ngypt was a nation embracing 
many miltions of inhabitants who 
were enjoying a high civilization and 
4. monotheistic religion of the highest 
development, 

In Inaccessible Region. 

The Temple of Sesebi lies in the 
heart of the, most inaccessible region 
or Nubia, It is situated at the foot of 
the third cataract of the Nile, a few 
miles below the Kagliar rapids, on 
the west side of the river, opposite 
Dulgo, the residence of the Mamur 
of the district. It is separated from 
the south by the third cataract and 
from the north by the terrible rapids 
of the second cataract. 

The temple, according to Professor 
Breasted, 1s built of sandstone, and 
according to the ground plan was 
about forty meters in length by twen- 
ty in width, Its axis is east and west. 


In the front half of the temple 
there are two columned halls, one be- 
hind the other, each having eight

The followiing account is given of 
the manner in which Prof, Breasted 
discovered the identity of the builder 
of the temple :-— 

“A deeply-cut disk at the top in the 
center of Seti’s reliefs vaadied. me, I 
conjectured that it was one of the 
deeply cut sun disks usually appear- 
ing in Ikhnaton’s adoration scenes, 
but 1 wondered how I could prove it, 
I was suddenly confronted by the 
familiar outlines of [khnaton’s figure, 
peeulinr and unmistakable. 

“There were palimpsest columns, 
and this was a temple of the great 
revolutionary, the first and only one 
known in Nubia, No other columns 
of this great heretic anywhere have 
escaped destruction.” 

Cunning King Seti. 

After a description of the various 
figures of the famous king, Professor 
trousted Says :— 

‘When this colamn was appropri. 
ated by Seti I, his sculptors chiselled 
out the reliefa of Ikhnaton as far as 
possible, but the royal figures and es- 
pecially the sun disk, were too deeply

cut to be compietely erased, while 
some smaller things, like the titles of 
Ikhnaton’s qoeen, were overlooked o1 
neglected, When the work of eras- 
ure and destruction was complete the 
defaced surface of the column was 
filled out, patched and smoothed with 
stucco, 

The relicfs of Seti were then seulp- 
tured upon this new surface, partially 
in the hard stucco and partially in 
the sandstone of the column. Freak 
coloring over the whole concealed the 
stucco patching, and the fraud was 
only discerr‘h!e when the colors had 
disappeared and the weather of cen. 
turies had loosened all the stucco till 
the last vestige of it had fallen out,” 

Building Was Sun Temole. 

“It is quite evident that we heve 
here a colonnaded temple hall, of 
which the original author was Tkhna- 
ton, son of Aimenhotep in Fourth. 
His reliefs show every characteristic 
of his monotheistic period, and it can- 
not be doubted that the building was 
u sun temple built by him, the only 
one from thie vemarkable man’s reign 
of whieh any, portion it still stand- 
ing.”’ 

Professor Breasted proved the city 
surrounding the temple to be the un- 
dikeovered city of Gem-Abo, whieh is 
declared by an ane’ent historian to be 
situated near the third cataract, by 
the fact of the identity of the posit. 
ions, Professor Breasted is now in 
serlin, and intends to go back to 
Keypt before returning to Chicago,

THE WEATHER.
